I po not profeſs to have any particular Turn for 
ſuch occaſional Performances as this; for I, Brethren, 
when I came to you, came not with Excellency of 
Speech, or of Wiſdom, declaring unto yon the Teſti- 
mony of GOD.” Your paſt Experience teaches you 
not to expect from me a -Diſcourſe poliſhed with a no- 
ble Delicacy of Sentiment and Stile, an exact Propriety 
of Language, or the curious Paintings of finiſhed Elo- 
quence ; which perhaps this, if any reation: way ſeem 
to require ; and with which you may ſometimes be en- 
tertained by Men of polite Taſte, of diſtinguiſhed Ge- 
nius, enriched with theEloquence of Greece and Rome. 
I only aſk your patient Attention to an honeſt; plain, 
unadorned, and I hope not unſcriptural Diſcgurſe, 
which ] deſire may be profitable upon the preſent Oc- 
caſion: I don't expect to charm your Ears, Oh that. I 

may ſvitably affect your Hearts. | 

Tus Words now read are not unſuitable to be tho't 
on at this Day; they cannot, when duly underſtood give 
the leaſt Check to a truly human and Chriſtian Joy; 
and give me Leave to remind you, ſuch an one 1s 
only acceptable in the Sighę of GOD, whom we this 
Day profeſs, to adore. 5 R 
Tux wiſe Man tells us, in the Verſe preceeding our 
Text, © a juſt Man falleth ſeven Times in a Day” i. e. 
into Calamities, of which he is evidently ſpeaking 
in the Context, © and riſeth up again.“ Altho? by 
GOD's Permiſſion the Wicked may bring the Righteous 
into ſome Diſireſs for a Tine, yer GOD will deliver

Which plainly teaches us, that 
the Love of our Enemies is a Precept of the Law, as 
well as of the Goſpel of Jefus Chriſt. © | 
THz Caution in our Text, J am ſenſible, muſt be 
taken in a qualified and limited ſenſe; and there are 
ſeveral things neceffary to be ſaid to the right under- 
ſtanding of it, which 1 ſhall briefly mention. As 
FixsT. Ir is not unlawful for a People to rejoice 
when GOD has given them the Victory over their E- 


nemies. Tis here ſuppoſed that our Enemies are un- 
juſtly» ſo, that they without Cauſe riſe np againſt us; 


Solomon can't be ſuppoſed to prohibit in an unkmired 
and univerſal manner Joy and Triumph at the Fall 
of our Enemies, this would be to contradict the Ex- 
amples of the Church of GOD. It is ſo far from 
being ſinful to rejoice at the Ruin and Downfall of an 
unreaſonable and implacable Enemy, that 'tis our 
Duty to Praiſe GOD when we are able to ſer our Feet 


Mankind, and their Fall is a publick Good, a com- 
mon Benefit. Tis indeed fad that any of the human 
Race ſhould be thus pernicious and malicious to their

t may be ſaid, our Text reſpects only oui perſonal Fhemies : be 
it ſo; yet I think the Argument as ſtrongly concludes againſt 
all Malice and revengful Delight in the Fall of our national Ene- 
mies, where the Guilt of Individuals is commonly leſs aggravated, 
ay their Eamity is generally only the Influence of an ambitious. 
Prince. Reaſons of publick Safety may vindicate the DeſtroQion 
of our national Enemies, which may not take Place in Caſes of 
private Injury. But neither in the one Cafe, ner in the other, is 
Malice or a rerengeful Delight in our Enemies Fall to be account- 
ed lawful: but are, in every Caſe, Violations of that Law of Cha- 


rity, which GOD has eſtabliſhed as the Balis of Order and Happi- 6 |

Paſſions, But ſuch Men, ſuch Princes, ſuch Nations WW 1 
there have always been in the World. Cain in the 1 
| firſt Age of che World was a Murderer: GOD has in 
in all Ages permitted the Effects of ſuch ſavage Paſſions, P 
doubtleſs for wiſe and good Ends. — The Saints in all of 
Ages have invoked the Aſſiſtance of Heaven to van- ca 
quiſh the Enemies of Mankind. And if it be juſt and gr 
lawful to ſeek, to G0 for Succeſs in a juſt War, it qu 
is doubtleſs equally right and lawful to rejoice and give 0 
Thanks when he has heard our Deſire. Proſperity in vo 
a Juſt War is a great Bleſſing of Providence : it is x We 
natural Duty we owe to the great Governor of the 
Univerſe, to obſerve the grand Events of his Provi- 
dence, the ſignal diſplays of his Power and Goodneſs, 
in the Puniſhment of the Enemies of GOD and Man, 
And not to obſerve and rejoice in ſuch Favours is to fruſ- 
trate one End of his Providence. When GOD does 

reat and wonderful Things for his People, to pals 
them by unnoticed, argues a {light of the Goodneſs of 
GOD, a want of a due Regard to the People of GOD, 
and a Defe& in our Love toMankind, whoſe Proſperity 
is often greatly affected by the Succeſs of War. Tis 
our natural Duty to eye GOD as ſetting at the Helm of 
univerſal Government, exerting his Influence and ex- 
erciſing his Pleaſure in the Fate of Nations and King- 
doms, we are to be aſſected with real Gladneſs and 
- Gratitude to GOD, when he treads down the Enemies 
of Mankind. Yea when GOD gives his People ſignal 
Succeſſes againſt their Enemies, when the Power of 
their Pride and Ambition is broken, they are to give 
viſible and publick Demonſtrations of Thankfulneß, 
not from a ſelfiſn and mercenary Spirit, not from a 
Spirit of Malice and Revenge, but from a Reged

the good of the Church, and the. Tranquility of Man- 
kind... When GOD. gives his People remarkable Tri- 
umpbhs, they are not only to feel a Giatitude to Heaven, 
but there are to be publick Methods of teſtifying our 
Joy, for whieh we have a divine Warrant: I don't 
i peak here of Feſtivals, and thoſe civil and common 
Tokens of Mirth, that often take Place; but of prait- | 
ing, GOD with Songs of Joy and Triumph. Pablick 
Praiſes, publick Rejoicings, are proper for Times 
of Triumph. If our common Mercies and Deliverances 
call for. daily Acknowledgements, much more do fuch 
grand Events of Providente, as. greatly affect the Tran- 
quility of Nations, and the Intereſt of Religion. Vie- 
tory, over an Enemy is often a great and fingular Fa- 
vour; and deſerves ſingular Thankſgivings. Agreably 
we od the People of GOD by the ſpecial Approbation 
and Appointment of GOD, have in all Ages comme 
— their remarkable Victories and Triumphs, by 
publick Songs of Praiſe and Tokens of publick Re- 
joicing, they did not paſs-over ſuch great Belsvernnees Io 
without extraordinary Tokens of divine Gratitude, 
Thus Moſes and the Iſraelites rejoiced in the Deſtruc- 
tion of Pharoab and his puiſſant Army, and ſung an 
Hymn of Triumph at the Red Sea, compoſed on Pur- 
pole for that joyful Occaſion. © Then fang Maſes and 


7 the Children of 1/ael, this Song unto the LORD, 
; and. ſpake, ſaying: I will ſing to the LORD for he 
f hath triumphed gloriouſly, the Horſe and his Rider 
hat be caſt into che Sea.” When GOD granted the 
- Iſraelites a wonderful Victory over Siſera, and delivered 
d them from the Hand of Jabin ; Deborah and Parat 


tecorded their Victory, abd left a Song of Triumph 
as a laſhing Monument of their Joy and Acknowledg- 
ment of the divine Power and Goodneſs: a Patretn of 
Eſtern, early, and truly noble divine Eloquence, when 

David had obtained great Victories over his Enemies he 
was careful to record them, and expreſſed his Joy tn 

Songs of Praiſe: he thus concludes the Eighteenth | 
Pfalm, which was are” on ſuch an occaſion, **Jx 
h Fn "Wh 
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is GOD that avengeth Me, and ſubdueth the People 
under me, he delivereth me from mine Enemies, yea 
thou lifteſt me up above thoſe that riſe up againſt me, 
thou haſt delivered me from the violent Man, therefore 
will I give Thanks unto thee, O LORD, among the 
Heathen, and ſing Praiſes unto thy Name; great Deli- 
verance giveth he to his King, and ſheweth Mercy to 
his Anointed, to David, and to his Seed for evermore.“ 
So when Jebaſbaphat obtained a ſignal Victory over the 
Amonites and Moabites, all the People came to Feru- 
ſalem with Joy, for the Lord had made them to rejoice 
over their Enemies, and they came to Zeruſalem with 
Pſalteries, and Harps, and Trumpets to the Houſe of 
the LORD.” ALES 
Secondly, Wx muſt not be glad of the Fall of our 
Enemies, and the Miſeries they ſuffer in themfelves 
conlidered. There are ſome who can ſport themſelves 
with Firebrands. Arrows and Death ; they take a ſecret 
Pleaſure to ſee and hear of Battles, and the Horrors of 
War; they look on theſe Things as a civil Game; they 
contentedly ſee the Lives of Thouſands wantonly 
thrown away, and take Delight in Feats of Arms ; their 
Hearts are fo hard, their Paſſions ſo Savage, that the 
moſt inhuman Murders do not affect them. But this is 
an inhuman Temper; he muſt be ſtrangely hardned in- 
deed who can ſee Men cut to Pieces, who can behold 
with an unrelentingHeart whole Countries laid in Aſhes. 
We mult not delight to ſee the World diſpeopled by 
the deſtructive Sword; we ſhould keep our "LIE ten- 
der to the Suffering of our very Enemies. We muſt 
never be pleaſed with the Shrieks, the Anguifh and 
ing Groans of an Enemy, or fport ourſelves with 
their Blood. Such a cruel Diſpoſition has been often 
diſcovered ; how many inſulting Tyrants have over-run 
Nations, carried Fire and .Sword through a great Part 
of the World, merely for their Paſtime, and ſported 
themſelves with the Blood of Millions? How many 
cruel Generals with Legions of barbaronsRuffians, have 
made it their Sport to drench whole Countries in Blood, 
| | p | a 
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and delightfully glutted their execrable Paſſions, like 
ſo many incarnate Devils, with unſpeakable Barbarities, 
on Perſons of all Ages, Sexes and Orders; nag except- 
ing the tender Mothers, and harmleſs Babes, in their 
diabol cal Paſtime,—witneſs the Savage Barbarities of 
Legions of Ruſſian Banditti in the Pruſſian Dominions, 
too ſhocking to Name, - witneſs alſo thg, inhuman Cru- 
elties of American Savages, the very Thought of which 
is enough to chill our Blood: And it would be happy 
were this ſavage Paſtime confined to heathen Savages ; 
too much of it, alas, has been ſeen in Chriſtian Princes 
and Armies, how au fully degenerated are Millions in 
this apoſtate World! | - 

Thirdly, Wes muſt not be glad when our Enemies 
fall, merely from the Hope and Deſire of enriching our- 
ſelves with their Spoils. The pleaſing Proſpects of 
being delivered from our Enemies, the Hope of ſeeing 
our Trade and Commerce protected, of ſeeing our 
Country extended, with the Bleſſing of an undiſturbed 
and laſting Peace, and of tranſmiting our Inheritance, 
withPeace and Security to Poſterity, may lawfully make 
a large Addition to our Joy upon the Fall of our reſt- 
ieſs Enemies, and with ſuch Proſpects our Joys may 
well fiſe to a ſuperior Heighth this Day. But is it not 
too maniteſt that Wars in general, though they have 
pleaded ſome better Deſign, have been profecuted ſole- 
ly with a View to worldly Intereſt ? “From whence” 
ſays the Apoſtle James, © come Wars and Fightings a- 
mong you; come they not hence even of your Luſts, 
ye luſt and have not; ye kill and deſire to have, and 
cannot obtain, ye Fight and War, yet ye have not, be- 
cauſe ye aſk not; ye aſk and have not, becauſe ye aſk 
amiſs, that ye may conſume it upon your Luſts.” Wars 
are too often deſigned merely for the Acquiſition of 
Glory, the Aggrandizement of Empire, 40 the Emo- 
lument of Riches, Principles on which the Tyrants of 
the World have often attempted to enſlave the Globe 
to their Love of Fame and Glory: — Witneſs Lewis 


XIV, who under the Stile of Fi, oſt Chriſtian Ma- 
; B 2 | Jeſty, 
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eſty, in Violation of ſolemn Treaties, attempted in 
Lime of Peace to wreſt whole Countries from their 
| Jawful Princes, to enlarge his own Dominions; with this 
Fair Excuſe, That he ſhould employ bis Troops 
„ in ſuch a Manner as his Dignity might demand.“ 
But it is a wicked Attempt to invade the Rights of 
Mankinq, becanſe we covet their Country, their Trade 
or Riches; as Nations have no more Liberty to covet 
one anothers juſt Rights and Poſſeſſions than private 
Perſons : as nothing can be a ſuitable Motive to de- 
ſire and attempt to deſtroy our Enemies, but the Ne- 
ceſſuy of it for the general Good: ſo when our Ene- 
mies fall we are not to be glad merely, as it will ex- 
tend our Dominion and enlarge our Trade. This is Mat- 
ter of Joy only as it is the happy Means of ſecuring 
us the peaceful and certain Enjoyment of the Privi- 
leges and Poſſeſſions, the Lives and Religion, which 
600 has given us a natural Right to claim. It be- 
comes us then uhen our Enemies fall, to rejoice from 
a good Prineiple, not merely from the Hope of acquir- 
ing Kiches, extending Dominien; military Glory and 
Friumph from their Full, but from a ſingle Regard to 
the general God; the Preſervation of our Lives, Pro- 
perties and Religion. We muſt loc through all Vic- 
tories and Triumphs to Peace and Tranquility as our 
final End. Thus the great GOD, in all bis Puniſh- 
ments, rejoices in the Good of his Creation as his final End. 
Fyuribly. Wx muſt not rejoice when our Enemies 
fall from a Principle of Revenge. By Revenge, in this 
criminal Senſe, I mean a Delight in doing Miſchief to 
another, becauſe he has done us an Injury. This is 2 
Paſſion very ſweet to corrupt Nature; tis often diſco- 
vered in Individuals and in civil Societies, but is un— 
lawful in both. When an Enemy has been perfidious, 
bale and eruel;/ when we bave long felt their Smart, 
we ratu ally thirſt for Revenge, we are impatient to 
think of Mercy, Leni'y or Compaſſion to ſuch an ill 
ceferiing People; we rejoice whi n we can render to 

them as they have done to us, when their Blood 18 
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ſpilt to. atone for the Blood their wicked Hands have 
ſhed ; we are ready to ſay, nothing is too cruel, nothing 
too hard for them to ſuffer. But, my Hearers, even 
here we are in Danger of carrying the Matter too far. 
and of nouriſhing in our Breaſts that Revenge that muſt 
not be felt, even towards an Enemy. We are indeed 
to adorè the righteous Judgment of GOD in revenging 
their Cruelties upon them even in this Life; we are 
to adore that awful Providence which has recompenced 
their Tniquities into their own Boſom, and mercifully 
put it Out of their Power to procęed in their execrable 
Barbarities upon us. It was with this "Temper that the 
Plalmiſt gave Glory to GOD for avenging hin, on his 
nercileſs Enemies: „ it is GOD that avengeth me.“ 
t cannot be imagined that David rejoiced with a Love 
of Revenge; much leſs that there is any ſuch Princi- 
fle in the Heart of 'thoſe pure and perfect Spirits, of 
waom the Apoſtle tells us, “ I ſaw under the Altar. 
the Souls of them that were {lain for the Word of 
GOD.and for the Teſtimony which they held, and 
hey Fried with a loud Voice, faying, low long O 
LORD holy and true, doſt thou not judge and avenge 
dur Blood? on them that dwel]. on the Earth.” So we 
ind the Saints called upon to adore and rejoicę in the 
juſt Judgment of GOD on the myſtical Babylon. 
* Rejoice over her, thou Heaven, and ye holy Apoſtles 
and Prophets, for GOD hath avenged you on her.” 
Fifihly. We muſt not Rejoice when our Enemies 
all with an unrelenting Heart and unpitying Eye. The 
boſpel of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt enjoins us to * lore 
aur Enemies, to embrace all Mankind in the Arms of cur 
Charity and Compaſſion; it allows of no Malice or Spite 
IrHatred towards any Part of the humansSpecies. That 
Love which leads ns to wiſh well to a Part or particular 
Heiety of our Fellow-men, when Chriſtian, will ex- 
knd itſelf to all Mankind, We are indeed by Neceſſity 
i Nature obliged to love ourſelyes in the firſt Place; 
mn the Love of Self becomes vicious and exceſſive 
ben it makes us malicioys, or at leaſt regardleſs as to 
„ N 
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every Body elfe. We are next to our Selves to be kind 
to our Families and Friends; but then our Regard to 
them is exceſſive when it leaves us regardleſs of the 
public Good. There is a proper and laudible Love of 
our Nation and Country, which leads us to wiſh them 
well, and to ſeek their Proſperity, and ſometimes 
venture our Lives in attempting the Deſtruction 
of a Part of Mankind for the Safety of our Country, 
becomes a Virtue. But even the Love of our Count 

becomes exceſſive and faulty, when we are thereby de- 
tached from the general Good; when we are led to ſeck 
its Intereſt to the real Prejudice of any Part of the hu- 
man Species. We muſt not conſider our own Nation 
or Country as a Family having Priviledges or natural 
Claims above the reſt of the World, all Nations are one 
Offspring, they have one Father, they have the fame 
natural Rights, they make but one Family, .divided in- 
to ſubordinate Societies, for the better Government and 
greater Happineſs of the whole. It therefore becomes 
every Man, every Chriſtian to. have a tender Regard 
for the Lives and Happineſs of all that are clothed with 
human Nature. We ſhould pray for our Enemies, and 
wiſh them well, ſo far as the general Good will permit : 
an unrelenting Temper is unchriſtian even to an Ene- 
my. It may be faid by ſome that ſuch an unpitying 
Spirit was encouraged by GOD himſelf in the Iſraelites, 


when he ſtrictly enjopned them utteyly to extirpate the 


whole Race of the Canaanites, not to leave them Root 
or Branch, but to blot out their Name from under 
Heaven. But *tis worthy to be conſidered this is a 


peculiar Inſtance of divine Vengeance, nor is this Seve- 
rity to be an Example for us in common Caſes, and ſuch 


a Conduct in the Ifraelites had been utterly unlawful 
without the poſitive Injunction of Heaven. It is all 


to be faid in Vindication of the divine Conduct; that the 


Canaanites were guilty of monſtrous Vices, there nevel 


was upon Earth a more abandoned and profligate ſer ol 


Men. There are ſeveral Paſſages in thePſalms of Davic

Lewis XIV the Great Grand Father and Predeceſſor 
of the preſent French Monarch; early laid the Plan for 
enlarging and aggrandizing the French Monarchy in 
Europe and America: And ever ſince, the Court of 
France has been making all poſſible Advances to uni- 
verſal Empire; in which they have (through the kind 
Interpoſition of that GOD who ſets Bounds. to King- 
doms) been hitherto diſappointed, after the Profuſion 
of Millions of Blood and Treaſure.— France has long 
been the Scourge of Europe, the Diſturber of the pub- 
ic Peace, and the ſworn Enemy of the. reformed Reli- 
gion; ſhe has long been careful to intereſt herſelf' in 
the Contentions of Europe, and never failed to improve 
every Advantage to aggrandize herſelf. *Tis bard to 
ſay whether Lewis XIV. was more infamous for his 
Cruelty or his unbounded faithleſs Ambition, The 
dreadful Perſecution he carried on againſt his own 
Proteſtant Subjects, in which not leſs than Eight Hun- 
dred Thouſand Souls were driven from their Native 
Country, and double that d were compelled to 
abjure their Religion by cruel and unparrelled Tor- 
ments: his per fideous Revocation of ihe Edict of /Nantz : 
his inhuman Orders for burning the Palatinate in Ger- 
many  : his perfideous Invaſion of Holland in Time of 
DL Ng 1 proſound

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to the Affairs of France, and ſunk: her; from that Ex- 
tent of Power, which ſneqhas never ſince been able to 
graſp: broke her Meaſures for enſlaving the World. 
As Great-Britain, ever ſince the Revolution, has 
been a Weight upon the Wings of France, and ſup- 
eſſed her in her Riſe to univerſal Empire, her Princes 
ve ever been the {warn Enemies of the Britiſb Em- 
pire. No Method has been unattempted, either in 
eace or; War, by Intrigues in foreign Courts, by 
Breaches of Treaty, by raiſing Rebellions, and abbet- 
iog fiom Time to Time a popiſh Pretender, to ſubvert 
our happy Conſtitution: Great-Britain, ever ſince the 
glorious Revolution in 1688, had Reaſon to look on 
France as the faithleſs Enemy of her Religion, and

Nor many Years ſince, the Moſt High, who rules in 
the Kingdoms of Men, for wife and good Purpoſes, was.

the, Houſes of | Baurbon and Auſtria, to which the 
EleQor of Saxony King of Poland acceded. The De- 
ſign was to dethrone the King of Praſſia, to divide his 
Dominions, and extirpate the Proteſtant Religion out 
of Germany; while France was ſwiftly purſuing a 
long contperted Deſign to become ſole Miſtreſs of North- 
Tal King of Pruſſia, equally ſhining in the Cabinet 
as in the Field, eagle eyed to pierce the "Cabinets of 
Princes, and ſpell out the dark Deſigns of :Hell and 
Rome, ſoon, became poſſeſſed of this important Secret: 
The Lion was rouſed—in cloſe Alliance with Great- 
Britain, he adventured to wage War with the moſt 
powerful Empires in the World.

vould too much damp the Joy of this Day. 

T0 this followed the Surrender of our Garriſon at 
*Ofeoego,with the Loſs of all our Intereſt upon the Lakes 
And to increaſe our Diſtreſs, our Enemies entered the 
Confines of our Country, quickly compleated the Con- 
queſt of our Frontier Garriſon William. Henry, and 0 
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it muſt not be forgotten, that even in that dak Day, Providence 
in ſome Inſtances favoured us he caſy Reduction of the Neutral 
Country of Neva: Scotia, at the openin of the War, was 28 
Affair of very great Importance to the Welfare of theſe Province: 
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the fame Time threatened a dreadful-Irruptien withFire 
and Sword into the Bowels of our Country. You cant 
have Forgotten the Surprize and Conſternation of that 
Day. Oh it becomes us at this Day to remember the 
Wormwood and the Gall. What Fear and Sadneſs were 
viſible in every Face? We were ready to give up all for 
loſt. We feared ſoon to ſee our Country in Flames, to 
become a Prey to an Army of Savages, whoſe tender 
Mercies are Cruelty.” to become the Slaves of France, 
or to die in the Cauſe of Liberty. Dh. taut 
I thoſe Times of Darkneſs we cryed unto theLORD, 
and our Voice came into His holy dwelling-Place. 
Tux Prieſts, the Miniſters of the LORD, wept be- 
tween the Porch and the Altar, and faid, “ ſpare 
thy People, O LORD give not thine Heritage ta 
Reproach, that the Heathen ſhould rule over t em.” 
In the Mount GOD was ſeen; from that Time he hag 
favoured his Land. His Language to us was, The 
LORD uill be jealous for bis Land, and pity his People; 
fear not, O Land, be glad and rejoice, for the Lord will 
do great Things.“ Here GOD was pleaſed to ſet 
Bounds to the Enemies Triumphs: when our Enemies 
tame into our Land, the Spirit of the Lord lifted up a 
Standard againſt them; GOD ſaid to them, as to the 
raging Ocean. Hitherto ſhalt thou come, but no fur- 


s. WM ther ; and there ſhall thy proud Waves be ſtayed.” Theſe 
n- vere diſtreſſing Scenes to prepare us for Mercy : The 
ry Wl Triumphs of our Enemies were in the Hand of an al- 


wiſe GOD, but ſo many Steps to their more compleat 
and dreadſul Ruin. The Jaſt Year dawned upon us 
vith the favourable Aſpect of a kinder Providence. The: 
Surrender of the ſtrong Fortreſs of Louisbourg, with a 
numerous Garriſon, and the Deſtruction and Capture of 
ſeveral Men of War, was a rich Token of the divine 
Regard ; this Succeſs revived our Hopes, filled our 
Hearts with Gladneſs, and led us withSongsto the Houſe 
of GOD, to celebrate his Praiſe.

Tuts memorable Year was uſhered in with the early 
Pledges of the Contivpuance of the divine Favours. 
Shall T mention theReduQion of a Fortreſs on the Coaſt 
of Africa, and the Iſland of Guadalcupe in the Weſt- 
Indies? After a ſhort Siege, with the total, Defeat of 
an Army ſent to its Relief, the ſtrong Fortreſs of Via- 
ara, which commands the Communication between the 
Fes was reduced by the Briti/þArms, with little Loſs, 
except that of a worthy General. Upon this Conqueſt, 
all their remaining Fortreſſes and Settlements, in that 
Part of the World, were deſerted with the utmoſt Preci- 
pitation, and we inſtantly left Maſters of the inlandSeas, 
and the Nations of Savages. who a few Months before, 
were our formidable Enemies. This, My Brethren, is 
the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our Eyes. 
'' Waite, Heaven was giving us theſe Advantages, the 
victorious General .Amher/t, with the Army under his 
Command, croſſed the Lake, and entered without Loſs 
thoſe Lines, which coſt us above five hundred brave 
Lives to attempt to force in vain the Jaſt Year. The 
ſtrong Fortreſs at Ticonderoga preſently ſubmitted; and 
ina few Days Fort Frederick at Crown-Point was found 
abandoned. What a ſurprizing Change is here? What 
a different Aſpect do our publick Affairs wear, from 
what they did but two Years. ago? How did the Tide 
of Joy ſwell in our Hearts, when the repeated Tidings 
of our happy Succeſſes crowded. upon us. ? 
Bor our grand and moſt important Conqueſt, which 
has „ more eſpecially” called us to theHouſe of GOD 
this Day, is yet to mention. While General 4mber/? 
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was thus making Advances towards the Enemies Country,

Tut Canadians have long been a Scourge. to Neu- 


. England. The Hiſtory of our Wars will abundantly 


diſcover the inhuman Cruelty of that People in abet- 


ting, encouraging and aſliſting the barbarous Natives 


in their unheard of Cruelties committed upon the Peo- 


ple in this Land. GOD is now revenging upon them 


the Ocean of innocent Blood, which has long cried 
from the Ground for Vengeance againſt: them.
